In claim 25, line 5 insert - - consisting of phonemes - - after - - plurality of 
phonemes - -. 

This amendment was made to further clarify the claimed invention. 

Examiner's Reason For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims currently filed by the applicant are allowed because, no references, or 
reasonable combination thereof could be found, which disclose, suggest or teach, the 
recited features of independent claims 1, 9, 12, 14, 25 & 28. The prior art fails to 
disclose or teach a method for aiding language pronunciation consisting, selecting from 
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within an audio enabled toy a plurality of phonemes, said phonemes consisting of 
phonemes for at least one non-native language that by themselves do not form a word 
and are not in common with any of a plurality of phonemes for a native language. The 
primary reason that the claims overcame the prior art is due to the closed language of 
"consisting of." The closed language limits the claims to only the phonemes that are not 
in common with the phonemes from a native language, whereas the prior art does not 
limit the phonemes to only those phonemes in a non-native language that are not 
shared with a native language. 

Diamond et al. (US Patent 5,314,336) discloses a toy with audio playback means 
for playing back any one of plurality of different messages. However Diamond et al., 
fails to teach each and every recited features of independent claims 1,9, 12, 14, 25 & 
28. Particularly, Diamond et al. discloses all the selection of all phonemes from a first 
language, not just phonemes that are not in common with the phonemes from a second 
language.
